President of the Cuban Committée Reviews 
the Present Situstion. 

Simon Wolf, President of the Executive 
committee, spoke as follows, and was fre- 
quently applauded, for it was felt he repre- 
sented the people of Washington, for the ex- 
pression of whose sentiments the meeting 
was organized: 

The generous heart of the great American 
people sympgthizes with the struggling pa- 
triotsin Cuba. Only those whose tongues 
are compelled to be silent as a matter of pol- 
icy form an exception. There is nothing 
strange or anomalous in this expression’ of 
eympathy. It were, indeed, surprising were 
it otnerwise, The blood that flows in the 
veins of the present Amefican generation is 
simply responsive to the parent fount, which, 
for more than a hundred gears, has responded 
to the call of the oppressed from every part 
of the world, 5 

The Sons and Daughters of the Revolution, 
as well as the heroes North and South of the 
late war, are leyal to the precepts that men, 
struggling for liberty, must and should be 
supported. And thus we, as citizens, are to 
nigit meeting in the capital of the great re- 
public of the West, actuated by one impulse: 
hatred of the power that would oppress and 
love and sympathy for tht oppressed. But it 
is not only a question of sentiment, of sym- 
pathy, of encouragement to the struggling 
natives of the fair Island of Cuba, but is also 
a question vf national supremacy for the 
United States itself. 

‘The criticism has been made that we ought 
not to interfere in the affairs of Spain. Were 
Spain invoived in aicivil War on her own soil 
that would be sound dvuctrine, but when one

Good Impression Made by F. G. Pierra, 
One of the Lenders of the Junta. 

There was a buzz of excitement and a long 
roll of applause when F. G. Pierra, one of 
the Cuban leaders, stepped to the front of 
the platform. He was in full evening dress, 
his actions and words bespoke the gefitic- 
man, and frequent comments were made in 
the audience to the effect the Cuban revo- 
lutionists had sent a representative who 
would appear as well at any of the Presi- 
dent’s,receptions as the Spanish Minister or 
any of his trained diplomats. 

The impression on the audience was 
marked, for the young Cuban by his pres- 
ence alone gave the lie (o the frequent 
charges that the Cubans were mere bush- 
whackers, while his speech, while temper- 
ate, was a rousing appeal for aid from 
Struggling patriots to those who had en- 
joyed over a century of freedom. He spoke 
feelingly and fluently, as follows: 

The Spanish Government has taken great 
pains to convince the world, and especially 
the people of this country, that the Cuban 
revolutionary forces consist of only some 
ignorantgnegroes, a few white people of the 
lowest class of society, some bandits, anda 
few foreign adventurists.

The remains’of Mrs. Ella Pottle, the wom 
an found dead in bed on Wednesday night at 
No. 2245 Wabash avenue, were yesterday re- 
moved to the morgue.

Law Pharmacy and Medical Schools 


Make the Streets of Evanston a 


Scene of Determined Rivalry in the 
Secrimnjages They Indulged In- 
Sticks/ Broken, Hats Battered, and 


Gore Spilled—College Yell Is Given 


in a Theater and Class Goes Out. 


Never in the history of the university sub- 


urb has Evanston witnessed such a bitter 
and determined cane rush as took place in 
its streets yesterday. The struggle was be- 
tween the law school and pharmacy stu- 
dents on one side and the ‘‘medics” on the 
other. Hundreds of canés were broken, hats 
were battered and crushed, clothes torn, and 
gore spilled in profusion. | i 

It was the annual celebration of University 
day and a train of ten cars, packed to the 
guards, carried the students of the Chicago 
departments to Evanston. They were met 
at the depot by the Evanston contingent 
headed by the Evanston Military Band. 


There was lots of noise, miles of bright pur- 


ple ribbons, and a score of large banners. 
The freshmen had a fieldpiece, a six-pound- 
er borrowed from ‘the local G. A. R. post, the 
mortar which they had secured at the life- 
saving station the night before having been 
spiked yesterday morning by the sophs.“ 
The fleldpiece was brought into active play 
in the football game that followed and thun- 
dered out applause every time Northwestern 
scored a touchdown. 

The scene at the church was peaceful and 
gave no promise of the struggle that was to 
follow. After all the students were assem- 
bled the faculties came in, led by President 
Rogers, Dr. Gunsaulus, Dr. F. M. Bristol, 
and Orrington Lunt, President of the Beard 
ot Trustees. The faculties were seated in 
the organ loft and the four men named oc- 
cupied seats on the platform. After prayer 
by Dr. Bristol, President Rogers made the 
address of welcome. He said University 
day ‘was for the purpose of making them feel 
they were not merely members of the school 
where they were enrolled, but members of 
a great university. Then President Rogers 
introduced the Rev. Dr. Gunsaulus, who 
spoke on The Outlook of Christian Fiduca- 
tion.“ 

As soon as the exercises were over and 
the students had got out doors hostilities 
were opened. The law and pharmacy stu- 
‘dents carried canes profusely decked with 
ribbons, while the metlics did not carry 
canes, but wore colors tied in their button- 
holes. The doctors rushed in and broke sev- 
eral of the sticks, and for a few minutes a 
lively skirmish ensued, President Rogers 
and Dr. N. S. Davis, dean of the medical 
school, interposed and quiet was tempora- 
rily restored. Many law students started for 
the football grounds without their walking 
sticks, but they were repaid by seeing sev- 
eral medics going in the game direction with- 
out their headgear. — | 

Dr. Davis, who witnessed the scrimmage, 
said it was the most disgraceful affair he 
had ever seen and said he hoped there would 
be no more University Gays if such scenes 
were to follow. But that was one of the 
gentlest tilts of the day. 

At 4:30 the football game closed and the 
2,000 people present left the grounds and 
started down Sheridan road. The medical 
students kept close together and were fol- 
lowed closely by a large squad of law stu- 
dents. The pharmacy students crowded up 
closely and all gave frequent vent to their 
college yells. They had not gone a block 
before the men in the Outskirts came into 
collision. There was a short struggle, a 
sound of crackling canés, followed by half 
a dozen encounters, and about each group 
was a large crowd of spectators. As fast 
as one was over another would break out at 


another place, and the crowds would surge 


from ope to the other. The Evanston police 
were powerless. There were more scraps“ 
going on at one time than there were police- 
men. When an officer would go into a crowd 
he would be jostled and pushed around, the 
combatants always stopping hostilitfes and 
uniting aguinst the officers. Several officers 
had their clubs stolen while trying to dis- 
perse the crowds. : 

It is a mile from the athletic park to thea 
depot, and it took the combatants an hour 
to make the journey. Not all the cane rushes, 
however, ended in fights, as many of the 
students took it good-naturedly when their 
canes were smashed. 

At 6:05 the special train came in, the med - 
les,, laws, pill-mixers, and tooth-pullers gave 
a yell, and jumped aboard, and Chief Bar- 
2 and President Rogers heaved a sigh o:

James W. Brown, a Prisoner in Jail at 
' Allegan, Mich., Clears Up the Details of 
One of the Most Daring of Express 
Robberies=Three Men Divide $16,000 
as a Result of One Night’s Work 
Sheriff Making the Arrest Will Claim 
Reward. 

Goshen, Ind., Oct. 31.—[ Special. ]—The 
sworn confession of James W. Brown, who is 
a Prisouer in the county jail at Allegan, 
Mich., at last clears the mystery which, for 
over two years, has surrounded the express 
robbery at Kessler’s Siding. 

At 1 o’clock on the night of Sept. 12, 1893, 
the east-bound express of the Lake Shore was 
run in onto the siding at a little station near 
Kendalivilie, The engineer was shot and the 


@xprese messenger badly hurt by masked rob- 


bers, who cracked the express car safe and 
emptied it of its contents. Since then all 
sorts of clews hate been followed, but all 
proved futile. 


Brown was arrested in Michigan five weeks 


ago as a suspect in the attempt to loota Chi- 
cago and West Michigan passenger train. 
Tue evidence in that instance was not es- 


pecially strong and in his attempt to work 


into the symputhy of Sheriff Strattan and 
officials, Brown dropped some remarks about 
his rovings which aroused their suspicions, 
The sympathy racket and other device of the 
sweating process finally proved to the officers 
that Brown had a hand in tne Lake Shore 
hoid-up. Their suspicions rounded up a com- 
plete confession, involving all the details of 
that extraordinary and daring piece of out- 
lawry. 

In the confession Brown says that he, in 
company with John and Abe Smaliey, were 
living in Allegan County, Mich., just before 
the Lake Shore hold-up. They were open for 
any kind of crime, and planned the express 
robbery before entering the Indiana limits. 
These three men executed the robbery alone, 
entering the State on foot and traveling ats 
night only. After the hold-up the three 
pushed back across the Michigan line, tramp- 
ing forty or fifty miles. | 

After dividing their haul from the United 
States Express company, amounting to over 
$16,000, they separated. Abe Smalley went 
up into the Ok.ahoma Districtin Northern 

chigan, while John and Brown went West. 
Atl recently worked back into their former 
haunts near Allegan, and John was killed six 
weeks ago while resisting arrest. 

Abe disappeared after the attempt to rob 
the Michigan railway train, and was last seen 
in the northern district. Brown says he has. 
his share of the spoils invested, but refuses to 
say where, and will give noaccount of the 
two years intervening between the crime, to 
which he confesses, and the recent one.

WILL NOW FORCE TRACKS TO GO UP. 


Mayor Swift Practically Abandons the 
Clark, Street Viaduct Scheme. 

While Mayor Swift was ready to admit, 
though somewhat regretfully, his scheme 
for a viaduct across the great network of. 
railroad tracks in Clark street had been 
seriously hurt, and would probably be aban- 
doned, he said yesterday he purposed now 
to enforce the track elevation ordinance 
passed two yéars and a half ago. He meant 
the negotiations with t..e Western Indiana 
Terminal company and its tenant roads 
for an agreement under which they should 
put their tracks up are off and may not be 
resumed, 

Mr. Swift blames the St. Charles Air Line 
people for the failure of his viaduct plan, 
and when diseussing the matter said: 
“Their pane, as prepared by their engineer 
and Col. Ellers, brought the elevation of 
the tracks to grade at the east line of Clark 
street. Now they allege it will be impos- 
sible for them to strike grade at that point 
and must go on to the river. If that is true 
certainly there can be no viaduct in Clark 
Street.“ 

The Western Indiana terminal represent- 
Atives have never shown any enthusiasm on 
the subject, so the Mayor has made up his 
mind they are all playing for still further 
délay. That is why he intends to get after 
them with the law which provides for the 
elevation of all tracks. But at present he 
will ‘give particular attention to the Western 
Indiana Terminal and the St. Charles Air 
Line ‘companies. He thinks the city has 
fooled away enough tinje trying to get them 
into an agreement. 8 pe 
If he enforces what-is*known as the 
O’ Neill ordinance the work of elevating will 
have to be completed within one year from 
the date of its commencemenrtt and the tracks 
will have to go up sixteen feet in the air. 
There is also a provision that the company 
shall pay $200 for every day the time spec- 
‘fied for completing the work is permitted to 
run over.

It has now been definitely decided by the 
Western railroafs to form another divisiqn 
of traffic pool on freight business between 
Chicago, St. Paul, St. Louis, and the Mis- 
souri River. Before the new arrangement. 
can be put in effect, however, several in- 
tricate problems Wẽ ¾I have to be solved. In 
the first place the Kangas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis railroad refuses to join the 
pool. This road takes business from Kan- 
sas City via Memphis and the Southern rail- 
roads to the East in competition with the 
lines from the Missouri River to Chicago and 
St. Louis, and it {8 therefore of vital impor-. 
tance that it should be a member of the new 
organization so as to prevent an undue di- 
version of the business via Memphis and the 
South. .StrenuouB efforts are being made 
to induce the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis to become a member of the com- 
bination, but so far it has resisted all temp- 
tations offered it. The officers of this road 
weil understand by running independent 
their road, by judicious manipulation of 
rates, will get much more business than it 
could possibly get by accepting a propor- 
tion of the pooled traffic. The other roads 
interested in the formation of the new pool: 
threaten to go ahead without that road and, 
adopt retaliatory measures against it. They. 
say the road can be fonced to terms by mak 
ing low rates to the territory ip the South- 
east through which the Fort Scott anl 
Memphis road runs. 

Another problem which fis hard to solve is. 

the adoption of percentages upon which the 
business to and from thé various points in 
the territory in the proposed pool is to be 
divided. For the last three days the general 
traffic officials of the Western, roads have 
been wrestling with the problem at their 
meeting in St. Louis, and though some prog-, 
ress has béen made the roads are still far 
Apart as to the allotment of percentages at 
many of the more important points. . Yester- 
day’s meeting was consumed in an effort to 
fix percentages for the roads interested in 
Omaha, Sioux City, and Des Moines busi- 
ness. The Chicago and St. Paul lines, it is 
understood, have reached an agreement as 
regards the division of their business. 
The agreement of the traffic officials was to 
have been submitted to the executive officers, 
who are also in session at St. Louis, for rat- 
ification. Enough progress, however, has 
not been made vet to permit of any action 
by the executive officers and if the traffic 
officials fail to reach an agreemnt before the 
executive officers adjourn another meeting 
at Chicago next.week will become necéssary. 
In any event, is said, rates will be re- 
stored to regular tariffs Nov. 4 and Nov. 11, 
as originally ordered by the execytive offi- 
cers, , 

It was not the original intention to form 
either & money or division of traffic pool. 
The adoption of the former was considered 
out. of all question, as it would bring the 
roads into direct conflict with the inter- 
State commerce law. The other plan was 
considered too complicated for successful 
operation, the last — of this kind having 
proved a.dismal failure, it being found im- 
possible to equitably divide the traffic. The 
plan mostly favored was to allot percent- 
ages as in a pool and then even up by having 
roads which managed to sécure more than 
their share of the business cease soliciting 
freight until their competitors who fell be-, 
hind had caught up again. At the St. Loui 
meeting it was shown that this plan could 
not be made to work, as shippers could not 
be forced to give their business to roads 
they did not like, and they could sue the 
roads for refusing to take their business. 
They therefore fell back on the division of 
traffic plan, which, it was asserted, had been 
given a fair trial heretofore. 5 N 

The executive officers of thirty-five of the 
Western- roads were in session Wednesday 
and yesterday considering an agreement re- 
stricting the issue of free or reduced trans- 
portation and prohibiting entirely the issue 
of free or reduced transportation on ac- 
count of business. An agreement of ‘this 
sort has been in effect for the 
months and has worked tolerably well, but 
it was thought by some of the roads that the 
agreement did not go far enough, as it left 
many loopholes by which roads were en- 
abled to get around its provisions. Still, the 
best that could be done was to reénact the 
present agreement governing the issue of 
free or reduced transportation for next year.

$6,000,000 deal will enable us to make im- 
provements that will prove of vast benefit 
to both Cleveland and the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad.“

Appeal of the Cleveland Chamber of Com- 
; merce to the National Committees. 

Following is the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce’s memoriai to the Chairmen and 
members of the national committees repre- 
senting the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties of the United States in favor of a short 
Presidential campaign’: 

The following preamble and resolutions having 
been unanimously adopted by the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce in general session are re- 
ppectfully submitted for your consideration in 
the hope that the opinions therein expressed will 
meet with approval. The business interests of 
our country are rapidly. recovering from a de.: 
pression which entailed great financial loss and 
caused widespread distress, and it is our confi- 
dent belie? that a shorter Presidential campaign 
than has been customary will tend to promote a 
condition which will inspire confidence. foster 
business activity, insure the expuusion of trade. 
invite monetary enterprises, aud restore to our 
peop e that normal condition of prosperity with 
which, as a Nation, we have been blessed: — 

**Whereas, There is a growing tendency in our 
country to prolong the Presidential campaign, 
due chiefly to the custom of holding the national 
cénventidns of the two leading political parties 
six months prior to the quadrennial election;

„ Whereas, The coming election involves the 
discussion of problems which affect the commer- 
cial, industrial. and financial affairs of the Na- 
tion, and is likely to result in extreme partisan 
legislation which is calculatad to unsettle the pub- 
lic mind, and consequently create want of confi- 
dence in the restoration of business prosperity ; 


‘*Wheréas. The commerce of the country has not 
yet fuily recovered from the effect of a commer- 
cial and financial depression ‘caused largely by 
the agitation incident to the last Presidential 
campaign, and experience has shown that the 
trade interests of our country are forced into an 
unsettled condition by the attending excitement 
of a national political contest; such a condition 
is threatened by the campaign of 1896; and, 

“Whereas. There seem to be many. reasons, 
from « commercial standpoint, which constitute 
a strong appeal for a change of policy in favor of 
a shorter campaign than has heretofore been cus- 
tomary; therefore, be it 

Resolved. By the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce, that the time intervening between the 
conventions of the two great parties and the 
election should be shortened to three instead of 
six months. 

* Reso. ved, That, in the interest of the com- 
merece of our country. the General committees 
wh.ch have power to fix the dates of the national 
conventions, be respectfully requested to consider 
earnestly the desirability of fixing a later date for 
the holding of said conventions. and that a joint 
conference of the executive officers of these com- 
mittees is desirabie for consideration and action 
upon thisimportant subject. To this end the

Underwriters of ‘aie New deen of 
$3,000,000 Stock Get All the Metro- 
politan’s Interest in thé Ufiion Loop 
as a Bonus—Metropolitalh Is Now 
Earning the Interest on Its Bond 
Preferred Stock Plan wilt Probably 
Be Abandoned. 

Some months ago, it will be remembered. 
the stock of the West Side ConStruction com- 
pany, which is building the Metropolitan El- 
evated railroad, was increased from 383,000, 
000 to $6,000, 000. At that time a ciruclar was 
sent to the stockholders notifying them that 


the increase had been decided upon, giving 


them @right to subscribe to afl amount équal 
to thefr-holdings at par, and informing them 
that ah underwriting syndicate stood ready 
to take the issue or such portjon of it as the 


old stockholders did not subscribe to. West 


Side Construction stock was at that time sell- 
ing in the market at 80. ‘Phe natural theory 
of stockholders was that if they wanted any 
more stock they might better buy it in the 
open market at 80 than to subscribe to this 
new issue at par. As a result practically 
none of it was taken by the stockholders, and 
it was later announced that the group of un- 
derwriters had taken the entire issue. There 
was a good deal of wonderment over the 
patriotism of those gentlemen, and their ae- 
tien was pointed to as a remarkable exhibi- 
tion of the financial strength,of the inter- 
ests ogee the Metropolitan Elevated rall- 
road. 

It n to this late day for the real facts 
surrounding that subscription to leak out. 
The underwriters who .subscribed to that 
stock were not the remarkably philanthropic 
gentlemen that might have been supposed. 
They got with the stock as a bonus the entire 
interest which the Metropolitan enter- 
prise held in the Union cempany. That 
interest is said on high atthority to amount 
to one-third of the stock of the Union Loop 
scheme, or $1,666,000. It follows then that 
neither the Metropolitan Elevated railroad 
company itself nor the original subscribers 
to the West Side Construction company’s 
stock are to receive any direct advantage 
from what every one has looked upon as 


likely to turn out an exceedingly profitable 


asset. The benefit ffom that goes entirely 
to those insiders who subscribed to this new 
issue of construction stock, and it went to 
them without any of the security-holders of 
cither the Metropolitan company or the orig- 
inal subscribers to the construction company 
knowing about the deal. 

The earnings of the Metropolitan company 
are now exceedingly satisfactory. They are 
increasing every day, and have within the 
‘last few days been running in the neighbor- 
hood of 48,000 passengers. The road is to- 
day earning the full interest on the $10,000,- 
000 bonds outstanding, and the outlook for 
further increase is believed by the officials 
to be most flattering. The road is doing so 
well that it is now probable the preferred 
stock scheme which was pyt through last 
July will never be actually carried out. At 
that time there was fear the road could not 
earn the interest on the bonds, and the. peo- 
ple in charge 4 affairs were anxious to get 
things in a position where there could be no 
foreclosure proceedings and receiverships. 
If the road now demonstrates its ability to 
earn the interest on the full issue of the 
bonds, the remaining £5,000,000 authorized 
under the mortgage will be put out according 
to the original plans and the agreement on 
the part of the construction conipany to 
take preferred stock instead of that 885,000, 
6000 issue of bonds will not be carried out. 

Among those in Chicago who are interested 
in the Metropolitan enterprise may be found 
a great deal of dissatisfaction because of the 
small amount of time which R. Somers 
Hayes devotes to it. They have nothing to 
say against Mr. ‘Hayes’ ability, but they de- 


clare that no man is smart enough to have 


the $30,000,000 corporation here that is sur- 
rounded by inriumerable complications, and 
is in need of the most energetic and quick- 
witted management when he devotes some- 
thing like one day a month to the enter- 
prise. Mr. Hayes has so many other exceed- 
ingly important enterprises upon his hands 


that he is able to give the Metropolitan rail- 


road, they declare, little more than a passing 
thought, and ey believe that it is in need 
of greater attention. 

The preferreil stockholders of the Inter- 
national company objected vigorously to 
any plans whith will result in scaling their 
stock in the same proportion as the common 
stock is scaled; The point which they make 
is that the preferred stock has a fixed divi- 
dend, and when they scale their holdings 
it means an absolute sacrifice of principal. 
In case of the common stock, however, there 
is no material difference whether a man’s 
proportionate ‘interest in the enterprise is 
represented by a 100-share certificate or a 
200-share certificate, so long as his relative 
proportion to the whole capital is the same. 
That is to say, the common stockholders 
will get all the company earns above fixed 
charges anyway, and it is a matter of. small 
consequence at what figure the capitaliza- 
tion stan The preferred stockholder gets 
only 8 per cent on par value, and it is of im- 
portance to him that the total par value of 
his shares remain unchanged. A corre- 
spondent has the following to say regarding 
the situation: 

“The preference shareholders subscribed 
for or have bought the same on the assur- 
anee that even if.ten years intervened they 
were entitled to 8 per cent cumulative divi- 
dends, the common taking the greater risk 
in hope of greater dividends left after these 


were paid. This proposed issue of new stock 


in another concern is evidently not intended 
to carry forward this cumulative provision 
as far as the past is concerned, which means 
the relinquishment of the rights to five 4 per 
cent dividends out of future profits and in 
favor of the common. The assessment is 


made nearly double that of the common in- 


stead of having the stock which subscribed 
for and undertook the greater risk bear the 
greater burden. And most important is the 
proposal to cut down the amounts of prefer- 
ence and common stock outstanding. Will 
such a course increase the company’s assets 
—or provide it with a large working capital— 
or place it in any better position to do busi- 
ness? The real purpose and only important 
effect will be to divert future profits due the 
preference to the common shareholders. The 
rate of dividends is limited on the prefer- 
ence shares, and to reduce the stock to but 
four-sevenths of the present.amount means 
the profits on the remaining three-sevenths 
are for the common stock. They would not 
propose to cut the possible preference divi- 
dends from 8 per cent to a limit of 41-3 per 
cent and announce that the balance was in- 
tended for the common, together with any 
other earnings that might be its due, yet the 
effect is the same, only the intention is more 
apparent. Such reorganization would seem 
to be a rank injustice to the preference 
shareholders, who, it appears, are about to 
bear the whole brunt of it if it can be forced 
upon them.” 

The Chicago Packing and Provision com- 
pany has secured one of the finest packing 
plants in the country without the expendi- 
ture of a dollar. The acquisition means that 
Chicago money and enterprisé are going into 
the development of the packing business in 
Fort Worth, Tex. A great packing plant 
was built there in 1891 by John R. Hoxey. 
It was subsequently acquired by the Fort 
Worth Stock-Yards company, a Boston in- 
stitution, of which W..G. Simpson is Presi- 
dent. An agreement has now been made by 
which the control of the packing plant passes 
to the Chicago Packing and Provision compa- 
ny in return for the agreement on.the part 
of that company to operate it and kill a cer- 
tain number of animals there for a series of 
years. A new company, to be known as the 
Fort Worth Packing company, has been or- 
ganized with a capital of $500,000 to take 
title to the packing plant and operate it. 
All of the stock of the new company. is held 
by the Chicago Packing aud Provision com- 
pany. —

Report of Volmey w. Foster to Gov. 


Altgeld—He Was Sent to Investigate 
Its Prospects—Government Is Not 
Back of It, but There Are Indica- 
tions the Fair Will Be a Success— 
Makes a Careful 9 ot the * 
untion. 


Volney W. Foster. who went to the City 4 
Mexico at the instance of business-men of 
Chicago to learn the nature of the proposed 
Mexican National Exposition and the pros- 
pect for establishing closer commercial re- 
lations with the Mexican people, has made 
his. report to Gov. Altgeld. As the exposi- 
tion had not been accredited to the State of 
| INinois as an enterprise under the auspices 
of the Mexican, Government the Governor 
was unable to appoint Mr. Foster a dele- 
gate to represent the State, but he gave hun 
personal letters of introduction to the Presi- 
dent of Mexico and other officials commend- 
ing, him to their kind consideration. Mr. 
Foster made a careful survey of the situa- 
tion; and forwarded. to the Governor the 
following statement of the situation: 

Chicago, Oct. 25.—John P. Altgeld, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Illinois, Springfield, 
Ill.—Dear Sir: Pursuant to your appoint- 
ment I proceeded to the City of Mexico, 
leaving Chicago Sept. 28. I went via the 
Wabash, Iron Mountain, and International 
railways to Laredo, and from there Mia the 
Mexican Centra] to the City of Mexico. 
The whole journey occupied four days. 
There was no delay or accident of any kind, 
and we arrived at our destination on time. 

I took with me letters to the National 
Bank, International Bank, and Beneke 
Bros. I also had letters to President Diaz, 
Gen, Berriozable, Gen. Torres, to the Gov- 
ernor of the district, and to the Mayor, and 
also to some merchants there. The first in- 
quiry made resulted in the impression on my 
part that a great interest was not felt in 
the. proposed Mexican International Expo- 
sition, nor that any great amount of confi- 
dence existed in the minds of the people in 
regard to the outcome of the undertaking. 
At that time Mr. Cornelli, the Director- 
General, and Mr. Weicher of New York were 
in New York negotiating for necessary 
moneys, They returned to Mexico while [ 
was there, and published the names of the 
officers and Exposition company they had 
organized in New York, saying they had ob- 
tained subscriptions to the amount of $1, 700, — 


600. 
Own a Tract of Land. 

They also showed me a tract of 6900 
acres of land, favorably located about one 
and one-half or two miles from the city to- 
ward the Castle Chapultepec, This land they 
have obtained for a comparatively small 
price, and on it they expect to erect the ex po- 
sition buildings, and to erect such buildings 
as will be of permanent value. Their idea 
is to construct a modern city of homes and 
public buildings necessary to a small com- 
munity, and to make a great deal of money 
out of the sale of their lands for residence 
purposes after they have established their 
street car line, waterworks, electric light- 
ing, sewerage, etc. 

Mr. Cornelli is an enthusiastic man of in- 


domitable energy, and in all of his state- . 


ments made to me seems to be practical, and 
I believe tf he is supported by the New York 
parties as he alleges, and somewhat by the 
Mexicans themselves, that by 1897 there will 
be given in the City of Mexico an extensive 
and interesting exposition. 

I called on United States Minister Ransom 
and requested him to accompany me to see 
President Diaz. He did so with great will- 
ingness and we were quickly admitted toan 
audience. I then propounded rto the Presi- 
dent this question: 

What relation does the government now 
Lear to the proposed exposition? b 

Jiis answer was: 

It is purely a private individual affair.“ 

I believe, however, that when there shall 
be substantial evidence of success on the 
part of. the exposition people that the Pres- 
ident will give the enterprise such recogni- 
tion as they may desire. I think, however, 
that he has felt timid about giving to 5 
enterprise the name of the government as 
yet. 

Germany and Belgium now enjoy a 4 
part of the trade in heavy machinery with 
Mexico. I saw some American machinery 
n thé shops of that city and I learned of its 
entire satisfaction where used. The trade 
relations between the Mexican and some of 
the European countries are a sort of inheri- 
tance from a long-told time, and I believe 
the establishment of large warehouses 
where American machinery was carried in 
stock would seriously cut in on the trade 
now enjoyed with Mexico by European coun- 
tries. I met some agents of American ma- 
chinery houses there who said the average 
Mexican usually decided to buy a machine 
or mechanical device on the day he * 
it, and as they were equipped mostly w 
photographs, pictures, and illustrated etna 
the foreign houses who carried the ma- 
chinery in stock had the advantage over 
them. 

Growing Mexican Industry. 
A large and growing industry in Mexico 


at this time is the production of fiber from 


the maguey plant. This fiber now enters 
largely into the rope and twine production 
of the United States and is being conducted 
with great profit at a number of points. 
American machinery has greatly simp i’ 
fled and cheapened the process of winning 
this fiber from the plant, the primitive meth-

YESTERDAY'S EARTHQUAKE. 
The earthquake of yesterday morning was 


one of wide extent and severity for the 
United States. 
coast, where the geological formation favors 
seismic disturbance, 


Except on the Pacific 
our earthquake visi- 
tations are usually local; and very mild 
as compared with those experienced in 
many other countries. The most noticeable 
previously were those at New Madrid, Mo., 
in 1811, and the one at Charleston, S. C., 
the last day of August, 1886. There was 
a minor shock in and near Chicago about 
a Quarter of a century ago, and probably 
the disturbance in 1811 was felt here by 
some of the very few people who then 
lived at the head of Lake Michigan, nearly 
all of them except Indians being in Fort 
Dearborn. 

The area affected by the earthquake of 
yesterday was a vast one. It included 
Alabama and New Orleans on the South, 
Kansas City and Topeka in the Southwest, 
Western Lowa, Southern Wisconsin, South- 
ern Michigan, and West Virginia. It was 
felt with especial severity in Illinois, In- 
thou- 
sands of people from their sleep, wrecking 
some buildings, breaking glass and crockery, 
and in other places causing stovepipes and 
tinware to drop from their fastenings, but 
not involving any loss of human life sofar as 
reported at this writing. The statements of 
time and direction of Vibration are not 
sufliciently close to indicate precisely the 
point of greatest disturbance, but it would 
seem to have been some distance south 
from Chicago. The central area may be 
well up towards the middie of the qistern 
boundary of our State, or even far beyond 
that. In faet, the greater intensity ex- 
perienced in Gadsden in Alabama may in- 
dicate the area of sinking to be not far from 
the northern boundary of ‘that State, 
though the reported direction of the lines 
of vibration further north does not bear out 


the conclusion. 


Volcanie action is a frequent cause of 
earthquakes in some parts of the world, 
but hardly can be looked for as the excitant 
in this case. We are obliged to suppose 
that the disturbance was due to an ex- 
tensive slipping of rock strata at a consider- 
able distance below the surface. The 
character of the movement was something 
like what would be due to the subsidence 
of supports in a coal mine away from a 
water course, or the caving in of an ex- 
tensive tract of land near the@water, such 
as could occur on a bank of the Mississippi, 
but probably the seat of the trouble was 
much deeper than indicated by the com- 
parison. It might be caused by a. sinking 
of a large tract that has been robbed of 
its underlying oil, but even that explanation 
may not be sufficient to account for it, as the 
central point of disturbance for large earth- 
quakes has been found to range from five 
to as much as thirty miles below the surface. 
But undoubtedly the phenomenon was the’ 
result of a sinking of land to a lower level 
by unrestrained pressure towards the 
earth’s interior, and it is probable we yet 
shall hear of some such subsidence having 
taken place, perhaps accompanied by an 
upheaval elsewhere, the double movement 
being caused by a lateral shrinking of the 
earth’s interior. The result may be under- 
stood .by reference to the effect that 
would be produced by the fall of a very 
heavy body to the earth’s surface, setting 
up a series of wave vibrations which radiate 
away from the affected point in much the 
same way as waves are produced in a 
sheet of water when a stone is thrown into 
it. Of course the movement of sympathetic 
vibration is not uniform either in rapidity 
or straightness of direction, being varied 
by the nature of the material through which 
it is communicated. But in a general way 
it may be stated that the disturbance of 
yesterday appears to have been propagated 
at the rate of not very far from fifty miles 
per minute

THE NEW LIFE OF ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

It is apparent at the véry outset that the 
new “Life of Abraham Lincoln,” edited by 
Miss Ida M.Tarbell, and largely composed of 
sketches by his contemporaries, the first in- 
stallment of which appears in McCture’s 
Magazine for the current month, will be one 
of the most important and interesting coutri- 
butions yet made to Lincoln literature, as it 
will contain much matter hitherto unpub- 
lished and will be enriched. with a large 
number of new illustrations. It will be a 
study of Abraham Lincoln as a man, and 
thus will naturally commend itself to the 
people. 

The first installment covers about the first 
fourteen years of Lincoln’s life, which were 
spent in Kentucky and Indiana. The story 
is told very briefly in simple, easy style, 
and abounds with reminiscences .secured 
from his contemporaries, It is not only full 
of new things, but it is so distinct and clear 
in local color that an interest attaches to it 
which is not found in other biographies. A 
large part of this credit must be awarded 
not alone to the text and to its careful edit- 
ing but also to the numerous pictures which 
upon every page illustrate the context and 
give the sceues of the story. It is particu- 
lariy rich in portraits. Among these are 
portraits from an ambréetype taken at Ma- 
comb, LIL, in 1858, durihg his debate with 
Douglas, the dress being the same as that in 
which Lincoln made his famous canvass tor 
the Senate: a second from a photograph 
taken at Hannibal, Mo., in 1858; a third 
from an ambrotype taken at Urbana, IIL, 
in 1857; and a fourth from an ambrotype 
taken in a linen coat at Beardstown, III. 

The picture, however, which will attract 
the greatest interest is the frontispiece, 
from a daguerreotype which his son, Rob- 
ert Lincoln, thinks was taken when his 
father was about 40 years old. In this pict- 
ure, Which bears little tesemblance to any 
other known portraits, he is dressed with 
scrupulous care. His hair is combed and 
brushed down with something like youthful 
vanity, and he has a smooth, bright, rather 
handsome face, and without sunken cheeks, 
strikingly resembling in contour and the 
shape of the head some of the early portraits 
of Ralph Waldo Emerson. It looks, how- 
ever; as if it had been taken at an earlier age 
than 40. As the only portrait of Lincoln 
with a comparatively young face, it will be 
treasured by all his admirers, and his son 
has conferred a distinct benefit by his cour- 
tesy in allowing it to be reproduced. 

There are numerous other portraits, 
among them those of the Rev. Jesse Head, 
who married Lincoln’s father and mother; 
of Austin Gollaher who was a boy friend of 
Lincoln in Kentucky, and the only one now 
living; of his step-mother, Sarah Bush Lin- 
coln; of Josiah Crawford, whom. Lincoln 
served in Indiana as “hired boy’’; of the 
well-known Dennis Hanks, cousin of Lin- 
coln’s mother; of John Hanks, also a cousin; 
of Judge John Pitcher, who assisted Lin- 
colu in his early studies; and of Joseph Gen- 
try, the only boy associate of Lincoln in 
Indiana now living. These portraits, iu ud- 
dition to the numerous views of scenes con- 
nected with Lincoln’s boyhood, add greatly 
to the interest of the text. Mr..McClure, 
the proprietor of the magazine, is certainly 
to be congratulated upon the successful 
manner in which he has launched the open- 
ing chapters of the new “Life of Lincoln.“ 
The remaining ones, running a whole year, 
will be awaited with keen interest. It is 
said that Miss Tarbell has found and ob- 
tained a shorthand report of his unpublished 
but famous speech deliyer¢d at Blooming- 
ton May 29, 1856, before the first Repub- 
lican’ State convention ever held in IIlinois.

The penalty under the law is a fine of any 
sum above 1 cent and not exceeding $206 
and it provides for revocation of his license. 
(5) The Mayor cannot revoke a license by 


by the present city: ordinances as long as 
the licensee does not break his agreement 
with the city. That agreement is as fol- 
lows: : ‘ 

To faithfully observe and keep all ordinan. es 
now in force or hereafter to be passed during the 
period of such license, and that he will kecp 
closed on Sunday all doors opening out upon any 
street from the bar or room where such dram shop 
is kept; and that all windows opening upon any 
street from such bar or room shall, on Sundays, be 
provided with blinds, | shutters, or cuftains, so as 
to obstruct the view from such street into such 
room. 

Nor does the Mayor violate any law or 
: ordinance when he refuses to meddle with 
persons who sell liquor on Sunday. For 
it is made the duty of the Mayor to sign 
saloon licenses, authorizing the licensee to 
sell liquor on Sunday. If he refuses to 
sign then he violates an ordinance and his 
duty. If after a man has begun selling on 
Sunday under the city ordinance the Mayor 
tries to shut up his place he violates the 
ordinance and his duty. 

In refusing to molest men who sell liquor 
on Sunday, after they have been duly 
licensed to do so, he is simply obeying the 
latest law—the latest deliverance of the 
Legislature governs. No quibbling or 
pettifogging can change these facts, 


BANK CERTIFICATES AS CURRENCY. 

Tun TrRipuneE of Wednesday contained a 
description of the plan proposed last sum- 
‘mer by Edward Atkinsen for evading the 
10 per cent tax on State bank circulation. 
His plan is for the bauks to issue certificates 
of deposit for even amounts, such as five 
dollars and ten dollars and twenty or fifty 
dollars, which can be used as currency, and 
shall bear interest from the time of issue to 
that of redemption, The interest is to be 
credited to the individual to whom the cer- 
tificate was issued, but it seems he is not in- 
tended to be held responsible for the re- 
demption of the paper. That is to rest with 
the bank. 

It well may be doubted if these certificates 
would constitute a safe currency, in the ab- 
sence of such a check as limits the issue of 
national bank notes to a named percentage 

‘of the par value of the bonds deposited to 
secure redemption. It may be urged that 


fectly secure if the money deposited against 
it were retained as a special tund till cailed 
on for redemption. But evidently such re- 
tention is not contemplated, as a bank could 
not afford to pay interest on the money of 
the depositor unless allowed to use,it by 
lending to others, and the certificates often 
would be issued against deposits of checks, 
while they ought to call for currency of re- 
demption. So the adoption of the plan 
would involve an element of relative inse- 
curity even if bank officials were uni- 
formly honest in the absence of checks 
against overissue. 

But the greatest danger would lie in the 
last indicated direction. There are plenty 
of banks that could be trusted to act along 
conservative lines, but also a great many, 
particularly in the sections cursed with the 
prevalence of an idea that poorly secured 
currency would be a vast benefit, which could 
not be depended upon to act squarely, and 
any rottenness detected there would cause 
disqujetude with regard to the rest. It is 
easy to understand how an unconscientious 
banker. feeling that he was not under effi- 
cient supervision by a government official, 
and knowing that he was under the stress of 
a demand by people inoculated with fiatist 
ideas in regard to currency. might emit a 
flood of these certificates far in excess of his 
ability to redeem promptly, if at all. He 
could issue certificates against the deposit 
of checks on other banks, which did not 
bring a single bank note to his counter, lend 
this credit to men who would deposit in 
other banks and take out another set of cer- 
tificates, and this process could be kept up 
till the sum total of outstanding certificates 
of deposit not oniy exceeded the bank notks 
and specie held for redemption but was even 
greater than the aggregate of duplicated 
and reduplicated deposits, since there would 
be nothing to prevent the mutual issue of 
certificates on much the same plan as that 


have swapped “notes” in the past. 

There really would be no guarantee 
against the recurrence of the conditions 
which were summarily extinguished when 
the State bank notes were thrown out en 
masse during the war of the rebellion.

The latest boundary dispute provoked by 


British greed and grab concerns the Gov- 
It is nota 
case which will call for the enforcement of 
the Monroe doctrine but of the national 
rights of proprietorship. 
England this time is not trying to grab land 


belonging to a South American republic, 


but land which it is claimed belongs to the 
United States and was acquired by pur- 
chase from-Russia. 

The contention which has risen between 


this country and Great Britain concerns 


the boundary line between British Colum- 
bia and Alaska. The boundary claimed 
by the United States is the one fixed by the 
treaty of 1825 between Russia and Great 
Britain and it was accepted without ques- 
tion by Russia, Great Britain, the Hud- 
son Bay company, and the United States 
until within the last three or four years. 
The Canadian Government made no claim 
in the matter until gold was discovered and 
then suddenly it affirmed that the boundary 
line must be extended westward so as to 
take in the gold mining region, just as in 
Venezuela England has extended. the 
Shomburg boundary so as to include valua- 
‘ble mining territory. Wherever there is 
gold contiguous to her territory England 
reaches for it and her boundary lines are 
made elastic enough to cover it. As the 
gold usually has been found in the territory 
of weak nations they have had to submit 
without even the privilege of arbitration to 
the great grabber. In this Alaska case, 
however, there will be. arbitration or there 
will be trouble. Dr. Benjamin Sharp olf 
the Academy of Natural Science in Phila- 
delphia, who has reeently returned from 
Alaska, said in a recent interview: 

We went to the Unga mines, but did net get to 
the Douglass mines, or the mines along Yukon 
River. These are operated by ne Rothschilds 
syndiéate. It only costs about $1.85 a ton to get 
the ore, and although there is only from $3 to $5 
of gold in the ton, that is a good profit. The whole 
region around there is full of gold. England knows 
that and so she Is now having the boundary surveyed. 
The portion In dispute is the tract ceded to the 
United States by Russia. At the time it was given 
the engineers representing the United States made 
a survey of the tract and established the boundary 
lines. These have been accepted until a short 
time ago, when England laid her eyes upon the 
gold field, and in the richest portion of Alaska, 
and said: See here, I want that.“ go she de- 
cided that the boundary lines were incofrect, and 
sent her engineers over to resurvey the lines. They 
provosed to resurvey it so as to take il as much 
of this gold territory as possible. They cannot 
possibly take in the Douglass mines, but they can 
reach the adjacent territory, where there is prob- 
ably’ just as much ore: It's simply a case where 
England is trying bulldozing tactics, as she did 
in Venezuela. 

Both governments have had surveying 


parties at work for some time fixing the 
boundary lines under the provisions of the 
convention of 1892 and the report of the 
United States Commissioner will soon be 
wade. It is understoed that his surveys 
place these gold properties within the pro- 
prietorship of the United States and that the 
Governor of Alaska has come to the same 
view. It will remain for the United States 
to act promptly and firmly when the time 
comes and. not allow itself to be bluffed. 
The British have substantially stolen all 
the Alaskan seals and now bave the effron- 
tery to demand several hundred thousand 
dollars of us in addition. If the Alaskan 
Fold interests of the United States are not 
protected any more effectively than the seal 
interests have been the gold will Soon be in 
British hands. Dr. Sharp suggests if the 
United States acts promptly and orders 
England off she will probably stay off. if 
not she will take what she can get. But 
she should not be allowed to take a single 


foot of Alaskan soil to which she cannot 


show her title clear. There must be no 
fifty-four forty back dow this time. 


WHY IS IT? 

The last General Assembly enacted a law 
for the taxation of gifts, legacies, and in- 
heritances, which went into effect on the Ist 
of July. Its author and many others were 
of the opinion that considerable revenue 
would be collected for the State under this 
law. No revenue seems to have been col- 
lected under it,.nor as far as is known have 
any attempts been made to do so, though 
four months have elapsed since the law be- 
caine effective. It is made the duty of the 
County or Probate Judge when any estate 
is subject to the payment of this new tax 
to appoint some competent person as ap- 
praiser to find just what the estate is 
worth and bow much the State is entitled 
to. No mention has been made yet of a 
compliance with the law on the part of any 
Judge. It was-known at the time the iaw 
was passed that its constitutionality wouid 
be contested, but it was supposed the Su- 
preme Court would have had an opportunity 
before this to pass on the question. Have 
the Judges failed to do their duty or hare 
no men died leaving. estates . e enough 
to come within the law ?

* Craze in Vienna. 

The anti-Semite victory in Vienna has at- 
tracted much attention iff Chicago’s Austro- 
American colony. Inthe opinion of Attor- 
ney Sigmund Zeisler the anti-Semite 2raze in 
Austro-Hungary has many of the symptoms 


of the vanishing silver craze. It appeals to 


the discontented and the de magogues. and 
bids fair to be as ephemeral as the fatuous 


theories of Prof. Coia. Mr. Zeigler, who is a 
Doctor of Laws of the University of Vienna, 


and is in close touch with Austrian politics 
and affairs, said last night: 

The election of Dr. Lueger to the position of 
Mayor of Vienna is no surprise to me.

Semitic party had a big majority. As the Coun- 
cil elects the Mayor from its own number it 
was natural that Dr. Lueger, the leader of the 
anti-Semites, should have been chosen.

ODD ASPECT OF VENUS. 


FLAMMARION WRITES OF PHENOM-.. 


ENA OBSERVED AT JUVISY. 


Unexplained Visibility of Hemisphere 
Not Lighted by the Sun-—Theory of 
Reflection from the Earth Consid- 
ered—Starry Sky Net in Total Dark- 
ness—Zodiacal Light Regarded as 
True Explanation of Peculiar Ap- 
pearance of the Planet. 

Flammarion, the French savant and as- 
tronomer, writing from the observatory of 

Juvisy, tells of the odd aspect of the planet 

Venus and of the puzzling phenomena which 

have been objects of careful attention ina 

letter in the European edition of the New 

York Herald as follows: 

The planet Venus has just passed through 

a period which has been most satisfactory 

for observation and has been favored by a 

clear atmosphere. A brilliamt evening star 

from the month of March until the end of 

August she has presented a disk which has 

gradually become larger and larger, while 

her crescent has become more and more 
slender until the day of her inferior’ con- 
junction, or passage between the sun and 
the earth (Sept.19), on which her disk reached 

59 seconds. On that day from an evening 

star she became a morning star, and now she 

shines again, but before sunrise, with a splen- 

did luster, her disk will gradually diminish 

and the width of her crescent will increase. 

Her maximum brilliancy as an evening star 

was on Aug. 12, as a morning star it will be 

on Oct. 24.

observations. Our attention has especially 
been directed to the unexplained visibility of 
the hemisphere which is not lighted by the 
sun. ; 

“Every one has noticed the gray light of 
the moon, which shows us the entire disk of 
our satellite in the luminous crescent—what 
the English call the old moon in the arms of 
the new. This disk is sometimes so plain 
that the principal seas and mountains can 
be recognized by the naked eye, and it has 
even been successfully photographed. 


Gray Light Explained. 


This gray light of our satellite can easily 
be explained. It is due to the earth, which 
reflects into space the light which it receives 
from the sun, and which presents to the 
moon a disk thirteen and a half times larger 
and more luminous than that of the full 
moon. At the time of the new moon it is full 
earth for the moon. The gray light is the 
more intense in proportion as the light re- 
fiected by the earth is itself intense. It is 
brighter at the end of the lunar month than 
at the beginning because in the morning the 
terrestrial globe presents to the moon a 
larger continental surface, whereas in the 
evening it is rather the ocean that faces the 
moon. It is also brighter when Europe is 
covered with snow. 

At would seem, however, that the visibilitv 
of the dark hemisphereof Venus cannot be 
explained in the same way as the gray light 
of the moon. There is no star near to Venus, 
on the side remote from the sun, which can 
reflect light onto her. 

“The reflected light of the earth has been 
suggested, as in the case of the gray light 
of the moon; but although thé earth, seen 
from Venus, is very brilliant, much more 
brilliant than Venus appears to us, since our 
planet, as seen from Venus, is entirely 
lighted up by the sun, whereas Venus, at her 
maximum briliancy, has only a fourth of her 
surface lighted up (showing a crescent of 
40 sec. in diameter by 10 sec. in width), does 
it give enough light to produce this effect? 
If we admit that the reflecting power of the 
earth as seen from space is the same as that 
of Venus (it is rather less), the circle of the 
full earth is to that of the crescent of Venus 
at her greatest brilliancy in the proportion 
of 60 sec. to 40 sec., or 3 to 2, as regards di- 
ameter, the surfaces of the circles being to 
one another as the squares of the radius it 


will be seen that the surfaces of the earth 


and of Venus are to one another in the pro- 
portion of 9 to 4. 


Reflecting Powers of Earth and Venus 


„On the other hand, Venus, at her great- 
est brilliancy, only presents to us the quar- 
ter of the diameter of her lighted disk. The 
earth should, therefore, send to Venus about 
eight times more light than Venus sends to 
us. We say about, for some of the elements 
of the calculation are rather vague, and no 
account has been taken of the distance of 
the sun. ä 

We make this calculation on the assump- 
tion that the reflecting powers of the earth 
are slightly inferior to those of Venus, which 
is probably the case, according to the con- 
tinual observations made of the brilliancy 
of Venus. We could make it in yet another 
way. The distance of the moon from the 
earth is 384,000. kilometers. 
of Venus at the section of her orbit which 
is nearest to us is 41,273,000 kilometers. These 
two distances are in the proportion of 1 to 
107. The intensity of light diminishes in the 
square of the distance. Therefore, earth 
light is for Venus, under the most favorable 
conditions, 12,000 times weaker than for the 
moon. | 

„We have just seen that Venus receives 
from the earth a light 12,000 times weaker 
than does the moon. On the other hand, the 
surface of the full moon is 13.5 times less in 
extent than that of the full earth. There- 
fore, the light from the earth received by 
intensity would therefore be about 822 times 
weaker than that which we receive from the 
full moon. 

„It may be remarked, it is true, that the 
moon can be seen from Venus beside the 
earth, and that thé little light of the moon 
is to be added to that of the earth. Itisa 
thirteenth and a half to add, and the total 
intensity would therefore be about 882 times 
weaker than that which we receive from the 
full moon. 


Visibility of Venus’ Dark Hemisphere. 


“Will this light suffice to explain the visi- 
bility of the dark hemisphere of Venus? 

“We think not, especially as this hemi- 
sphere has been seen not only at the mini- 
mum distance, which we have taken as the 
basis of our calculation and toward the con- 
junction, but at a great distance and almost 
in quadrature. It is nevertheless to be 
taken into consideration, for it is far from 
being null. 

“It is certain that total darknegs does not 
exist in the starry sky. (Speaking for my- 
self, 1 can always see the time by my watch 
by the sole light of the stars, and yet the 
hands are very thin.) A planet is never en- 
tirely dark, even if we admit that it has no 
phosphorescence, no light of its own. But 
the result of observations made this year at 
Juvisy during the) months of August and 
September puts the question in another 
light. | 9 

911 appeared several times to M.Antoniadi, 
M. Georges Mathieu, and myself that the in- 
terior of the crescent of Venus, that is to 
say, the part which is not lighted up, was 
darker than the sky. x 

“It was not the effect of the contrast pro- 
duced by the luminous crescent, for on the 
outside of the crescent this aspect was not 
noticed, but inside the disk became darker 
and darker toward the edge. The observa- 
tions were made in full sunlight, Venus 
being on the meridian, about noon at the 
time of the conjunction and at all. hours 
from 9a. m. to 3 p. m.
